Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

With respect to your letter of March 
5, I probably overstated the confidence I have 
in the Watergate prosecution and the impeach- 
nient committee. But my confidence is very 
high, and it is based on a detailed knowledge 
of Watergate. 

Moreover, I am not telling the press 
to lay off. All I'm saying is that grand jury 
secrecy ought to be respected — at least until 
there is reason to believe that a cover-up is 
involved. I believe that nothing would have 
been lost had the press waited for the material 
to emerge. In closing, let me thank you for 
taking the troioble to write.
